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(54) SERVICE PROVIDING METHOD AND RETURN RECEIVING METHOD 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a service providing method 
for maximally preventing the occurrence of a risk burden and a loss at 
unexpected cost occurring time of a member in the conventional 
organization called a friendly society in the providing method of 
service such as a funeral service. 

SOLUTION: Noble metal foil is sealed between obverse-reverse 
transparent resin sheets, a large number of cards displaying a face 
value, mass (weight) of noble metal, and a card ID are prepared, and 
a display item is recorded in a computer. A contractor reserving the 
service and a registering store agreeing to receive the cards as a 
value are recruited. The cards are supplied as a temporary receipt of 
money received in trust from the contractor, and the card ID and a 
contractor ID are related. When providing favorite service, a deposit is 
adjusted by receiving the cards.

. [000.8] A service provider pays a deposit by receiving said card with which the loss flag is not recorded by the face 
value, when the target service is offered. 

[0009] When Card ID is received from the input/output terminal of a registration store, while said computer transmit 
the taking over price of the card to the input/output terminal concerned, when a card receipt signal is received from a 
input/output terminal, it associates the card ID of the card concerned, and the store ID of the registration store 
concerned. 

[0010] In invention of claim 2, it prepares using the noble metals offered by the noble-metals contractor who made a 
contract of the above-mentioned card, and whenever it connects with the input terminal which said noble-metals 
contractor has and there is fluctuation of the taking over price per unit mass of said noble metals, the computer which 
receives the taking over price concerned is installed. 

[001 1] And while recording display matters, such as face value of the prepared card, on the computer concerned sai 
contractor and said registration store are invited and the store ID which pinpoints a registration store is registered int 
said computer. & 

[0012] While paying the one above-mentioned card or two or more sheets for a contractor as a claim check of the 
money kept for said contractor for offer of future service, Card ID and Contractor ID of a card who registered into th 
computer the contractor ID who specifies the contractor concerned, and paid him are associated 
[0013] When the target service is offered, a deposit is paid by receiving said card with which the loss flag is not 
recorded by the face value. Moreover, said computer transmits the taking over price computed from the face value of 
the card and the taking over price computed from said received noble-metals price per unit mass to the input/output 
terminal concerned, when Card ID is received from the input/output terminal of a registration store When a card 
receipt signal is received from the input/output terminal of a registration store, while associating the card ID of the ca 
concerned, and the store ID of the registration store concerned, when the receipt signal concerned is a receipt signal 
based on an unit mass price, the mass data of the noble metals contained in the received card are transmitted to a nob 
metals contractor's input/output terminal. 

[0014] In invention of claim 3, two or more service providers equipped with the input/output terminal by which 
collection of a contractor and offer of service for the contractor concerned were connected to said computer carry ou 
One in a service provider performs management of a card, or a card manager carries out. The service which two or 
more service providers in this case offer may be service which is different even if it is the same service, as indicated 
claim 4. Furthermore, in this case, as indicated to claim 5, two or more service providers can function as a registratio 
store for other service providers. .
